POSTAGE PAID.—We deliver, postage paid, to any postoffice in the United States, Vegetable and Flower 
Seeds in packets and ounces when ordered at retail prices, with the following exceptions: 

POSTAGE TO REMIT.—As our prices are largely reduced this year, we must ask our customers when 
ordering Seeds sent by mail at pound rates, to add 8 cents per pound to Catalogue prices to cover the 
pcstage. On Peas and Beans add 8 cents per pint or 15 cents per quart, and on Sweet Corn 6 cents per 
pint or 12 cents per quart, when ordered to be sent by mail. 

EXPRESS.—It will be very much cheaper to the purchaser if goods are ordered sent by Express or Freight 
at their expense, when desired in quantities of pounds, quarts and upwards.

BEANS—Bush Lima. 


Dwart Large White Lima. 
(\Burpee’s.) Comes abso- 
lutely true from seed. The 
bushes grow eighteen to 
twenty inches high, of stout 
growth and always erect, 
yet branching so vigorously 
that euch plant develops 
into a magnificent circular 
bush from two to three feet 
in diameter.

Under this head are classed all the low-growing sorts, variously called Bush, Snap, 
String, Wax or French Beans. 


One quart will sow one hundred feet of drill; one and one-half bushels are required for an acre. 
They will thrive in any good soil. Plant the seeds two inches deep and three inches apart, in rows two 
feet apart. Keep well cultivated, as no crop better repays extra labor in this direction. 


Early Mohawk. Very early and will stand more cold than most of the bush 
varieties. This variety is largely grown in the southern states for northern markets. 
The pods are from five to six inches long; the seeds, when ripe, drab with purple spots.

: One quart will plant fifty hills. The soil should be mellow, rich and warm. Lay the ground out in 
hills four feet apart each way, and set poles eight or ten feet long firmly in the hills before putting in the 
seed. Plant five or six beans in a hill, and cover about two inches deep; leave three healthy plants at 
each pole, and when a few inches high draw a little earth around them as support. They may also be 
grown wtihout poles, leaying the vine torun. Use the cultivator freely to keep the soil mellow and clean, 

Golden Cluster Wax Pole. Undoubtedly the earliest pole variety. Seven to ten 
days behind the Dwarf Golden Wax. Although it begins to bear early it continues until 
frost. Every one is surprised at their beautiful appearance and productiveness. The 
pods are irom six to eight inches long, borne in clusters of from-three to six and are 
most freely produced.

The most 
suitable soil is a rich, deep, sandy loam, not too recently 
manured. Sow rather thinly in drills twelve to fifteen 
inches apart, according to the sorts, thinning out to six 
or seven inches between the plants. In field culture the 
rows should be at least two feet apart, so that the crop 
can be worked with the horse cultivator.

Perennials usually bloom 
the second year from seed, and continue to grow and bloom for many years. Some will also bloom the 
first year if sown early.

SWEET PEAS. 


Itis unnecessary to say much 
about these lovely flowers, their 
universal favoritism being well 
estabiished. The seeds should be 
sown as early as the ground can 
be worked in the spring, to enable 
the vines to get a good strong 
growth before the warm weather 
comes. Prepare the ground by 
thoroughly working in a large 
quantity of well rotted manure. 
Make a trench six inches deep; 
in this sow the seed and cover 
two inchesdeep. As soon as the 
plants show through, fill in the 
trench. This will secure a deep 
planting without the bad effect of 
deep covering of the seed at first, 
and so enable the plants to bloom 
continually through the heat of 
summer. As the flowers come 
into full bloom or fade, they 
should be cut off, for if the pods 
are allowed to form, the plants 
will stop blooming.
